Stop All the Profiteers! 


There must be no profiteering in Can- 
ada if war is declared. Men who may go 
into the trenches offer their lives to their 
country without thought of money. They 
give up jobs, and risk life and limb to de- 
fend a nation’s cause. Business leaders of 
Canada must not be granted any sinister 
preference which would allow them to 
strike a profit out of war. To give them 
any such guarantee of profits would be a 
blasphemy. 

Mr. Mackenzie King has promised 
there would be no profiteering. Speaking 
in the House of Commons, March 30, 1939, 
the prime minister bluntly declared: “In a 
war to save the liberty of others, and thus 
our own, we should not sacrifice our own 
liberty or our own unity. Planning and 
co-ordination would be essential, but the 
necessary co-ordination could be made, 
and if this government were in power it 
would be made, without sacrificing those 
vital ends and conditions of our existence. 
Profits could and would be rigidly con- 
trolled, and profiteering suppressed.” 

Dr. Manion, the Conservative leader, 
in the same debate, said: “There should be 
no profiteering in war.’ Again, later in 
his speech, he declared: “One closing 
thought which I have expressed before is 
this. If we ever again have to participate 
in any war, all our citizens, whether in the 
lines or at home, must give their services 
to this country on the same basjs; so that 
while some offer their lives, others must 
not be permitted to enrich themselves 
through the tragedy of war.” 

Canada will hold them to their pledges. 
The morale of this country would be shat- 
tered, were profiteering to be tolerated if 
war should come. 


The Tragedy Of It All 


For most Canadians, the unrest in 

Europe has meant that their thoughts 
have suddenly been snatched from the 
quiet security of life in this dominion to 
the hate-filled atmosphere of a continent 
oppressed by fear of war. We are specta- 
tors of what is going on in Europe. We 
will be implicated if war breaks out, but 
until that fateful choice is made, all we 
can do is helplessly watch what is happen- 
ing. 
It is that feeling of numb, impotent 
helplessness that gnaws So bitterly at the 
minds of Canadians. Events thousands of 
miles distant over which Canada has no 
control may change the lives and fortunes 
of everyone. An interdependent world 
has made all states live in one neighbor- 
hood, but as long as one nation refuses to 
be a good neighbor, security is present for 
no one, not even for so sheltered a nation 
like Canada, 

Canadians, in this beautiful season, 
have been planning on happy holidays, 
quiet visits to friends, the joy of sport, the 
undisturbed felicities of home life, all the 
normal lovable things that they know as 
their own in this glorious land. They all 
surely join in the devout prayer that an 
honorable peace may yet be had in Europe, 
and that their own happiness will neither 
be disturbed by war nor the right of other 
nations unjustly attacked.

Would a Conference Help? 


The air is loud with talk that the crisis 
may lift if a conference can be called to 
settle the dispute. Naturally, such a4 
course is infinitely preferable to the des- 
perate arbitrament of war, but arbitra- 
tion can succeed only if certain conditions 
are observed. 

These conditions are succinctly stated 
by President Roosevelt in his message tc 
Hitler. The price of any peace conference 
between Germany and Poland is that Hit- 
ler recognize “the independence and terri- 
torial integrity” of Poland. Put more 
plainly, this means that Poland is not to 
be cut up by another Munich agreement. 
On those terms of surrender the crisis 
could have been settled long ago. All that 
was needed was the retreat of Britain and 
France before Hitler's challenge and the 
repudiation of their pledges. 

But if Poland, uncoerced, does agree to 
such a conference-—in which the United 
States, if invited, will take part according 
to the promise of its President—the whole

light, and it would be suicidal folly to re- 
ject this slight chance to avert war. 
German news stories show that the 
Reich expected the zero hour to have been 
passed by this time. The only thing which 


has delayed the declaration of war, even 
thus far, is the firm stand of Britain, 
France and Poland. The single chance of 
having any conference secure an honor- 
able peace, and not the dictated dismem- 
berment of Poland, is to make it plain that 
any arbitration talks are in response to 
the genuine love of peace felt by Britain 
and France, and not from any fear of war. 
The first sign of wavering will be Hitler's 
signal to strike. 


Germany's. “ Lightning War"’ 
Theory 


Germany's rulers, long before the ad- 
vent of Hitler, believed their country 
could win a war by a swift and paralyz- 
ing stroke of lightning aggression. Aus- 
tria was crushed by Prussia in seven 
weeks in 1866. France was prostrated in 
two months in the cruel war of 1870. Ger- 
many counted on a relentless advance into 
Paris in the Great War, made all her plans 
on that basis, and might have succeeded 
had it not been for the Battle of the Marne 
in September, 1914. 

Hitler rests his faith upon a short, 
terrible war which Germany would win, 
for he knows that a long struggle would 
allow the anger of many elements of the 
population, including the suppressed 
Czechs, to find vent against his repressive 
rule. Last September Goering told his 
air fleet that the Czech people could be 
crushed as if in an inferno by one shat- 
tering blow. Hitler warns Poland the same 
fate now awaits her. 

Is Germany right? Can Britain and 
France do anything to help Poland? This 
question was first discussed when the de- 
bate in the British House of Commons 
took place on the pledge to defend Poland. 

Lloyd George charged the pledge was a 
mockery unless Russia was the ally of 
Poland. He said it would take a million 
men and one year to break through the 
Siegfried Line Germany has erected on 
her western border. Admitting that the 
way to get around this obstacle was to fly 
over the fortifications, Lloyd George 
argued that Germany was aware of such 
tactics and had anti-aircraft guns. 

A significant interruption took place 
then. Hore-Belisha, the war minister, re- 
marked: “Germany hasn’t as many of 
those guns as you or I may sometimes 
have imagined.” In other words, Ger- 
many’s reliance on the efficacy of her own 
aggression has been so great she may not 
have paid sufficient stress to adequate 
defence precautions that might fall upon 
her from two great powers like Britain 
and France aroused to a counter-stroke 
of retaliation. Besides, no major war has 
ever been fought on German soil. Berlin 
has never been shelled, a danger Paris 
faced in the Great War. It would be a 
new and not altogether happy experience 
for the Reich. Britain and France, at any 
rate, can weaken Germany’s drive on 
Poland by engaging her on the western 
front. 

Poland has a great. military tradition. 
She once helped save Europe from being 
enslaved by the sword of Islam. She 
stopped Communism from running wild 
over Europe after the war by her heroic 
battle almost beneath the walls of War- 
saw. She surprised Russia then. She 
may surprise Germany now. The protec- 
tion of Britain and France, even though 
there are admitted geographical barriers 
to be overcome ere it can be fully effec- 
tive, is not a matter of slight significance. 

Comparisons of the mere numerical 
strength of Germany's and Poland’s 
standing armies do not tell the whole 
story. As every war crisis breaks, a 
bunch of cocksure people immediately 
pretend to be “military experts” and plot 
out a nation’s destiny on a military map. 
Usually, their prophecies are an adven- 
ture in error. Spain was supposed to be 
crushed by air attacks overnight, yet the 
war against the government army dragged 
on for many fierce months after all the 
experts had “proved” Franco must win in 
a fortnight. The same thing happened in 
China, where even ruthless Japanese ter- 
rorism has not cowed a huge but virtually 
unarmed nation. When a people is fight- 
ing for its life and liberty, it performs 
feats of valor that cannot be plotted on 
the chart of any expert’s prognostications, 

Liddell Hart, the famous British mili- 
tary expert, is not very enthusiastic about 
Poland's chances, though even he says 
Poland has a better chance to stand up 
against Germany than did Czechoslo- 
vakia. But the central thesis he has stated 
in several recent books is that in modern 
warfare an aggressor can only succeed, 
if he invades another territory, provided 
his attacking force has a ratio of 3-1 as 
compared with the defensive forces op- 
posed to him. That is the ratio Germany 
must satisfy if the “lightning theory” is 
not to collapse, as it probably would, in 
utter and ignominous failure.

He has a much more elaborate method than 
we of saying, “Pardon me,” for any trifling 
breach of etiquette. He says, “Okino doku sama.” 
“Ki” means spirit or soul, “doku” means poison. 
The phrase literally is, “I have poisoned your 
innermost soul.” 

Order a hot dog with mustard in a Japanese 
hash-house, and the waiter doesn't say, “O.K. 
brother.” He replies, “Kaski-komari-mashita,” 
literally, “I have forgotten the essence of 
etiquette.” 

“Sayonara” (sigh-yo-nahrah) the Japanese 
word for goodbye is said by philologists to be 
the most beautiful goodbye word in any lan- 
guage. It is of lingering beauty, mean, “Since 
it must be so—” 

There are people in China who will be very 
happy when they hear the Japanese soldiery 
wishing them “Sayonara.” 
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Chinese too are a people of great courtesy 
and propriety—less unrestrained and probably 
more sincere than the Japanese. A Festival of 
the New Life Movement is being held in Chung- 
king. Along with lots of war propaganda to 
stiffen the spirit of the Chinese people are evi- 
dences of a changing China 
such aS a_ cafeteria, an 
American kitchen and a 
modern bathroom. Thrift, 
courtesy, righteousness and propriety are the 
four principles of the New Life movement. 
Thrift is a cardinal virtue in China, though it 
gets small chance in wartime.

Canada’s Comment on 
Crisis 


HITLER'S AIMS 


The terms of the German-Soviet pact published 
today confirm the worst fears expressed since news 
of the negotiations was first announced, The terfns 
of the treaty triumphantly signed by von Ribben- 
trop last night seem to assure not only Russian 
neutrality in the event of a war over Poland, but 
may foreshadow active Russian participation in the 
spoils which the Nazis hope soon to have at their 
disposal. * 

Meanwhile the Nazis have replied in explicit 
terms to the British warning that the Peace Front 
pledge to Poland will be honored if aggression takes 
place. The reply is that Germany refuses to re- 
nounce the pursuance of her vital national interests. 
There is no official definition of what those inter- 
ests are, but last April Hitler's Reichstag speech 
contained this illuminating passage: 


The present Greater German Reich contains 
no territory which was not from the earliest 
times a part of this Reich, not bound up with it 
or subject to its sovereignty. Long before an 
American Continent had been discovered—to say 
nothing of settled—by white people, this Reich 
existed, not merely in its present extent, but with 
the addition of many regions and provinces which 
have since been lost. 


This is the Lebensraum, living space, theory of 
the Reich. It reaches far beyond the relatively 
narrow limits of German blood and race, It em- 
braces in its grip the whole of the historic Holy 
Roman Empire, that loose, shifting congeries of 
states which at one time or another included all of 
Europe. It is clear that Hitler, in his most recent 
terms to Poland, has this in mind. It will be re- 
mernbered that last April he set forth his minimum 
d»mands upon that country: the return of Danzig 
and a permanent right of way across the Corridor. 
Specifically he set forth that this was the last time 
of asking. Now he has raised his terms to include 
not only Danzig and the whole of the Corridor, 
but Polish Silesia as well, There is even rumor that 
he wants also a virtual protectorate over the re- 
mainder of the country. 
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A year ago, when similarly exorbitant demands 
were made upon the Czechs, the French and British 
governments joined in a virtual ultimatum order- 
ing the acceptance of the terms. The Czechs did so. 
There is no trace, so far, of parallel activities this 
year, though behind the scenes diplomatic activity 
has reached fever pitch. But it must be apparent 
to everyone that, if the Peace Front pledge is to 
be fully honored, the Poles must be allowed to make 
their own decision. It is, on this occasion, Polish 
freedom, Polish independence, that is immediately 
in question. Should Poland prefer Nazi domina- 
tion to an attempt to preserve her integrity, hers 
must be the choice freely made. Should Poland 
cal] upon her allies to help her, the response must 
be sincere, immediate and complete. —Winnipeg 
Free Press. 


DARKER IN EUROPE 

Something that stands out in the situation is 
Germany's evident deliberate manoeuvring toward 
certain objectives. It may be that she still antici- 
pates a bloodless conquest of Danzig, and perhaps 
of the Polish corridor as well. But it may be that 
if she doesn't get these areas by bloodless means 
she will not hesitate to seek to gain them by force. 
It may be that she anticipates that Britain and 
France will again back down at the last moment, 
as they did in the Czecho-Slovakian situation. But 
one may doubt if there will be anything of this 
nature, for it is becoming quite evident that the 
Hitler process is one of grab following grab. 
Every “appeasement,” every bloodless conquest 
seems but to whet his appetite for new gains, seems 
but to sirengthen what looks like a resolve to 
dominate continental Europe. Hitlerism appears to 
typify something that cannot be dealt with by 
peaceful means. He appears quite “impossible” 
from the standpoint of conciliation and reasonable- 
ness, —Regina Leader-Post. 


RUSHING TO A CLIMAX 

The climax in European affairs is obviously 
approaching. The lines are being drawn to their 
final] form. The armies face each other. The air 
forces are poised. The navies are on guard. The 
preparations are complete enough to satisfy those 
who are directing the destinies of a continent and 
perhaps the world. 

In the circumstances the people of the demo- 
cracies can only face the issue fairly, confident 
that the utmost has been done in the way of pre- 
paration and secure in the knowledge that the 
preservation of the freedoms they have won by so 
long a struggle constitute a cause worthy of their 
utmost efforts and sacrifice. —Saskatoon Star-

POLAND'S STRENGTH 

The Polish army in peace time is slightly in 
excess of 300,000, including 45,000 regular officer 
and N.C.O.'s, while the trained reserves are in 
excess of two million; but in time of war it is 
estimated that Poland could mobilize an army of 
four millions without crippling the country’s eco- 
nomic life. The outstanding feature of the Polish 
army is its cavalry, which is admittedly the best 
in Europe. On the western front cavalry has been 
largely discredited and replaced by mechanized 
troops; but in such a country as Poland, which has 
very poor communication and vast open spaces, 
as well as dense forests, the activities of mechan- 
ized forces would be severely handicapped by con- 
siderations of supply, where as the native cavalry 
can live on the country in any part of Poland.
